Importance of U. S. Army.

I 
have already pointed out that the crea- 
tion of corps and of armies is neces- 
sarily slow, and it is, therefore, en- 
couraging to find that our American 
allies have been able to follow up. the 
formation of their divisions into corps 
so quickly by the formation ‘of an 
army. Already Gen. Pershing has in 
France the material for several armies, 
and the experience gained in the han- 
dling the first will be invaluable in 
the creation of the remainder.

sumption in power plants in Illinois 
has been started and a committee of 
engineers will make suggestions for 
changes in equipment or firing meth- 
ods which will save coal.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—Farm- 
ers of the United States were advanced 
$7,853,901 during the month of July, 
the federal farm loan board announced 
today. This figure, nearly $500,000 less 
than was loaned during June, brings 
the outstanding loans to the farmers 
to $117,249,044.

Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 17.—[Spe- 
cial.J—One could easily have imagined 
'it was “ Bishop ” William J. Bryan who 
spoke this morning at the Winona 
Bible conference. Mr. Bryan, sur- 
rounded by bishops and other church 
dignitaries, took two scriptures verses 
as a text and after explaining their 
meaning called upon his hearers and 
especially on all young men to em- 
brace the Christian life. He spoke on 
the false gods various classes of hu- 
manity worship\ instead of the true 


“One of these false gods,” he! said, 
“is fame. This is the politician's god. 
One reason why we have to utilize 
men in politics who are seeking of- 
' fice is because there are so many per- 
‘sons capable of gerving their country 
who are unwilling to take upon paeee 
selves the burden. 

Keeps Office Holders Straight. 
| “There is another good thing about 
having men seek office. It helps keep 
straight the men who are in office. 
Those who are seeking to get into of- 
fice keep books on those. who are :n 


| office and tell the world of their faults. 


“ A man in office who tries to find 
out what the people want and follows 
their will may be accused of trying to 
buy the favor of the people, but he is 
better than the man who is seeking to 
follow his own will for selfish gains. 

“I am willing to admit, however, I 
have information concerning politics 
and politicians which I will not need’ 
to make use of in the world to come if 
heaven is half as good a place as I 
think it is. | 

“The god of gold, while it Is false, 
demands industry, intelligence, and 
honesty as-a policy, and so its worship 
does some good. - 

“Fashion is another false god which 
does some. good by promoting social 
life.” 

Mr. Bryan named the worship of in- 
‘ttellect and travel as other false gods 


but for three false. gods he had no 
redeeming words, namely: The gods of 
gambling, passion and rum. 

“TI never make an address,” he said, 
“without getting in at least one drive 
against the false god—rum. We have 
him.on the run now but we are still 
spending three times as much in his 
worship as we do for education, from 
the kindergarten to the university, and 
five times as much as we — for 
all the churches.”

Mr.’ Bryan left the grounds after his 
address but he will return next Tues- 
day to remain until the close of the 
conference. 

Bishop W. H. Fout, Dayton, 
the United Brethren church, said 
address to the ministers: :
